DRAWAL OF ITS FORCES, PRAISING ACHIEVEMENTS OF PAIGC, AND CALL- 
ING FOR EFFECTIVE UN MEASURES AND ASSISTANCE TO GUINEA (B). 
PORTUGAL SPOKE UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY. PRES STATED VOTE ON 64- 
POWER (SAUDI ARABIA ADDED) DRAFT RES (L.702) WOULD TAKE PLACE 
NOV. 2 IMMEDIATELY AFTER CONSIDERATION OF COMITE 3 REPORTS. 

REPS OF YEMEN, ALBANIA, TUNISIA SAID GUINEA (B) DESERVED SEAT 
IN UN. NATO ASSISTANCE WAS MENTIONED BY ALBANIA, MAURITANIA, 

SAUDI ARABIA, NIGERIA DN BURUNDI. ALBANIA DECLARED IF PORTUGAL 
DID NOT CHANGE WAYS SANCTIONS SHOULD BE IMPOSED. KELANI (SYRIA), 
SPEAKING ON BEHALF 18 ARAB DELS, SAID FACT PORTUGAL SUPPLIED 
AID TO ISRAEL WAS PROOF OF ITS COLONIALIST POLICIES. EL 
HASSAN (MAURITANIA) SUGGESTED PORTUGAL SHOULD PONDER UK'S 
"GIGANTIC TRANSFORMATION." 

TAYLOR-KAMARA (SIERRA LEONE), COMMENTING ON WHY SOME STATES 
FAILED RECOGNIZE NEW GOVT, POINTED OUT SOME GOVTS RECOGNIZED 
HANDFUL OF MEN, EVEN OUTSIDE THEIR COUNTRIES, AS GOVTS-IN 
EXILE, AS FREQUENTLY HAPPENED DURING WORLD WAR II. UNTIL RECEN- 
TLY CERTAIN POWERS CONTINUED RECOGNIZE SMALL PART OF CHINA, 
MAJORITY OF WHOSE TERRITORY AND POPULATION WERE UNDER FULL CON- 
TROL OF MAO GOVT. HE NOTED 52,000 SAID TO HAVE VOTED IN PAIGC 
ELECTION, WHILE ONLY 7000, MAINLY WHITE, VOTED IN SO-CALLED LO- 
CAL ASSEMBLY. APPEALS SHOULD BE DIRECTED TO PORTUGAL'S "VETO- 
WIELDING" FRIENDS ON SC, WHO SUPPLIED PORTUGAL WITH MILITARY 
EQUIPMENT. 

OGBU (NIGERIA) RECALLED NIGERIA WAS ONE OF 17 AFRICAN COUNTRIES 
ADMITTED TO UN IN 1960 AND MOST LATER RETAINED REASONABLY GOOD 
RELATIONS WITH THEIR FORMER COLONIZERS; PORTUGAL WITNESSED THESE 
DEVELOPMENTS BUT CONTINUED DENY PEOPLES' RIGHT TO DETERMINE OWN 
FUTURE. HE REGRETTED SOME OF PORTUGAL'S "ALLIES IN NATO CLUB" 
SEEMED UNHAPPY ABOUT INDEPENDENCE OF GUINEA (B), US AND PORTUGAL, 
THOUGH OTHERWISE ALLIED, WERE HOWEVER "STRANGE BED-FELLOWS" ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COLONIAL QUESTIONS, HE COMMENTED. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY 
REPS OF IRAQ, JAMAICA, IRAN, EGYPT, KUWAIT, AFGHANISTAN, SAUDE 
ARABIA, T/T, MOROCCO, TANZANIA, GUYANA, MALI, BURUNDI, ALGERIA. 

LOURENCO (PORTUGAL) SAID SPONSORS OF ITEM ADDUCED NOTHING NEW 
IN SUBSTANCE TO WHICH HE HAD TO REPLY. ON OTHER HAND, EVERYONE 
KNEW THAT OUTCOME OF DEBATE PREORDAINED. REP OF INDIA, HE CON- 
TINUED, BOASTED OF HIS GOVT'S ACTIONS AGAINST TERRITORIES OF 
PORTUGUESE STATE OF INDIA, BUT THAT DEL REPRESENTED COUNTRY 
WHICH SINCE ITS INDEPENDENCE IN 1947 MADE AGGRESSION "WAY OF 
LIFE" AND ALL ITS NEIGHBORS VICTIMIZED BY IT. SENEGALESE AND 
INDIAN REPS BOTH REPLIED. (REPEATED INFO CONAKRY) 
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COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

DEBATE ON DISARMAMENT ITEMS CONTINUED NOV. 1 AS COMITE 
HEARD VIEWS OF PAKISTAN, FINLAND, PERU, FRANCE, KUWAIT AND UGAN- 
DA. CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED BAHRAIN, ETHIOPIA AND NZ BECAME COSPON- 
SORS OF DRAFT RES (L. 650) WHICH WOULD INVITE DIPLOMATIC CONF 
TO CONSIDER QUESTION OF NAPALM. 

THOUGH PAKISTANT SIGNED NPT IT WAS UNABLE TO RATIFY IT WHILE 
OTHERS IN ITS NEIGHBORHOOD RETAINED OPTION TO GO NUCLEAR, AKHUND 
(PAKISTAN) TOLD COMITE. HIS COUNTRY WAS WILLING TO SIT DOWN WITH 
ITS NEIGHBORS TO EXAMINE POSSIBILITY OF MUTUALLY REDUCING ARMED 
FORCES AND MILITARY EXPENDITURES AND OTHER RELATED MATTERS. IF 
WDC TO BE PRODUCTIVE IT MUST HAVE WHOLEHEARTED AGREEMENT OF NU- 
CLEAR POWERS. HE DID NOT BELIEVE IT INAPPROPRIATE FOR GA TO MAKE 
SPECIAL APPEAL TO US AND USSR TO REACH AGREEMENT ON MEASURES 
FOR NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT. IN HIS VIEW, ON-SITE INSPECTIONS NO 
LONGER NECESSARY. ON CW, HE SUGGESTED GA START BY CONSIDERING 
OUTLAWING "SINGLE-PURPOSE" AGENTS. CCD'S ROLE AS CATALYST RE- 
MAINED VALUABLE. WHILE DENUCLEARIZATION OF INDIAN OCEAN WORTHY 
OBJECTIVE, AKHUND SAID ONE COULD HARDLY IGNORE FACT IT TOUCHED 
ON STRATEGIC INTERESTS OF GREAT POWERS. 

KORHONEN (FINLAND) SUPPORTED IDEA OF WDC AND THOUGHT NEW EFFORT 
SHOULD BE MADE AT COMPROMISE. HE HOPED SALT WOULD LEAD TO PER- 
MANENT END OF NUCLEAR ARMS RACE BETWEEN TWO LEADING NUCLEAR POW- 
ERS AND ALSO LEAD TO CTB. JAPAN'S CW PROPOSAL AT END OF CCD 
SESSION GAVE GROUNDS FOR HOPE. IN HIS VIEW, CSCE WAS APPROPRIATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FRAMEWORK FOR CONSIDERING FINNISH PROPOSAL THAT NORDIC COUNTRIES 
BE DECLARED NFZ'S. 

PEREZ DE CUELLAR (PERU) CONSIDERED PROPOSED WDC AS CATALYST FOR 
TOTAL DISARMAMENT, AND SAID GA SHOULD ENCOURAGE NEGOTIATIONS 
THAT COULD LEAD TO PARTICIPATION OF ALL NUCLEAR POWERS IN WORK 
OF WDC PREPARATORY COMITE. 

DE GUIRINGAUD (FRANCE) OBSERVED DETENTE HAD NOT APPEARED IN DIS- 
ARMAMENT FIELD, TWO COUNTRIES WERE "PRISONERS OF THEIR OWN 
COMPETITION," AND, IN HIS VIEW, THERE WAS DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
THESE TWO COUNTRIES AND OTHERS WHO ONLY ARMED "TO PRESERVE THEIR 
INDPENDENCE." RESULTS OF SALT COULD NOT BE CALLED DISARMAMENT. 
STATING CCD LESS SUITED THAN EVER TO EXISTING CIRCUMSTANCES BY 
COMPOSITION OR PROCEDURES, HE SUPPORTED IDEA OF WDC ATTENDED BY 
ALL NUCLEAR POWERS. FRANCE WAS PREPARED AT ANY TIME TO DISCARD 
ITS ATOMIC WEAPONS IF OTHERS DID SAME; HOWEVER 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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OVER-ARMED NATIONS TO GOVERN WORLD." UN SCIENTIFIC COMITE HAD 
SHOWN RISK OF "FALL-OUT" FROM PACIFIC TESTING NEGLIGIBLE, HE 
POINTED OUT. FRANCE COULD NOT FORGET IT HAD BEEN INVADED THREE 
TIMES IN ONE CENTURY; UNTIL WORLD BEGAN GENUINE DISARMAMENT. 
PEACE UNFORTUNATELY DEPENDED ON BALANCE OF ARMAMENTS. 

BISHARA (KUWAIT) SAID THERE WAS MARKED CONTRADICTION BETWEEN 
"PIOUS STATEMENTS" IN COMITE AND CONDUCT OF SOME POWERS OUTSIDE. 
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HE BELIEVED WDC WOULD BE USEFUL FORUM FOR EXAMINING CONDUCT OF 
BIG POWERS. KUWAIT WOULD "TENACIOUSLY OPPOSE ANY ATTEMPT TO TRA- 
NSFORM GULF INTO SPHERE OF BIG POWER RIVALRY FOR PURPOSE OF ESTA- 
BISHING ZONES OF INFLUENCE." FACT MANY MILITARILY SIGNIFICANT AND 
NEAR-NUCLEAR STATES REMAINED OUTISDE NPT UNDERMINED VALUE OF TRE- 
ATY. BISHARA SUPPORTED CONVENING WDC AND PAID TRIBUTE TO USSR 
FOR ITS ROB INITIATIVE. 

IBINGIRA (UGANDA) STATED: MOST FUNDAMENTAL OBJECTIVE OF DISARM- 
AMENT MUST BE TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS; FLOW OF 
CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS TO NON-ALIGNED THREATENED THEIR SECURITY 
AND DIVERTED BADLY NEEDED FUNDS FOR DEVELOPMENT TO ARMAMENTS PUR- 
CHASED FROM GREAT POWERS WHICH NEEDED MARKETS FOR THEM. HE SUP- 
PORTED HOLDING WDC WHEN NUCLEAR POWERS' OBJECTIONS REMOVED, SAID 
PREPARATORY COMITE SHOULD INCLUDE MORE AFRICAN COUNTRIES, AND 
WELCOMED SOVIET ROB ITEM. ESCALATION OF ARMAMENTS RACE CONTRI- 
BUTED TO WIDENING GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTIES, 
IBINGIRA STATED.

COMITE NOV 1 ADOPTED 105(UK)-0-9(US, PRC, SOVS) AMENDED 
FRENCH PROPOSAL (L.262) FOR UN SCIENTIFIC COMITE ON EFFECTS OF 
ATOMIC RADIATION TO MEET SOON, STUDY MOST RECENT INFORMATION, 

AND UPDATE CONCLUSIONS IN LATEST REPORT. ACCORDING TO AMENDMENT 
BY PERU AND PHILIPPINES (L.272) ADOPTED 85-4(UK, CANADA, BEL- 
GIUM, NETHERLANDS)-16(US), GA WOULD CONSIDER MEANS OF ENHANCING 
SCIENTIFIC COMITE'S EFFECTIVENESS. AMENDMENT BY FIJI AND PHILI- 
PPINES (L.268) ADOPTED 64-2(FRANCE, PORTUGAL)-39(US) WOULD HAVE 
GA "NOTE WITH REGRET" THAT NUCLEAR TESTS IN ATMOSPHERE CONTINUE 
DESPITE LAST YEAR S RESES. CHINA ANNOUNCED NON-APRTICIPATION IN 
VOTE ON FIJI AMENDMENT SINCE COMPELLED TO TEST BY ACTIONS OF HE- 
GEMONIC SUPER-POWERS AND WOULD STOP TESTING WHEN OTHERS DESTROY- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ED NUCLEAR WEAPONS. AMENDMENT BY NZ AND PHILIPPINES (L.267) ADOP- 
TED 97-0-10(US, UK, PRC, USSR) WOULD HAVE GA URGE CONTINUED REV- 
IEW OF ATOMIC RADIATION LEVELS, PARTICULARLY AFTER NUCLEAR ATMOS- 
PHERIC TESTS, AND STUDY EFFECTS OF RADIATION ON POPULATIONS AND 
LIVING RESOURCES. CHAIRMAN SZARKA (HUNGARY) SAID ITEM ON EFFECTS 
OF ATOMIC RADIATION WOULD REMAIN ON SPC AGENDA. 

COMITE 3 - POSTPONES DISCUSSION OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE 

COMITE NOV 1 UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED RES (L.2030, REV.l) SPON- 
SORED BY BULGARIA, BRAZIL, GUINEA, AND T/T TO POSTPONE ACTION 
ON DECLARATION REGARDING RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE UNTIL NEXT YEAR 
AND TO REQUEST HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION CONSIDER MATTER WITH PRI 
ORITY. 

COMITE OCT 31 (PM) AND NOV 1 (AM) HAD CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF RE- 
LIGIOUS INTOLERANCE AND RECEIVED DRAFT RES (L.2030) SPONSORED 
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BY BULGARIA AND GUINEA WHICH WOULD HAVE HR COMMISSION CONSIDER 
DRAFT DECLARATION ON ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE. CANADA 
SUBMITTED AMENDMENT (L.2031) INSURING DECLARATION APPLIED REGARD- 
LESS OF SEX. GDR AND POLAND SUBMITTED AMENDMENT (L.2132) CONFOR- 
MING RIGHTS OF RELIGIOUS GROUPS TO TEACH AND CONTACT KINDRED TO 
EXISTING DOMESTIC LAWS; GDR AND POLAND AMENDMENT (L.2033) AND NZ 
AMENDMENT (L.2034) CONCERNED WORDING CHANGES. BEFORE COMITE BE- 
GAN PARA BY PARA EXAMINATION OF DRAFT DECLARATION, SOVIET UNION 
STATED DOCUMENT DISCRIMINATED AGAINST ATHEISTS. DURING "FIRST 
READING" DELS SUGGESTED WORDING AND EMPHASIS CHANGES. 

IN STATEMENTS, REF VELA (HOLY SEE) FULLY AGREED WITH FREEDOM TO 
PRACTICE OR CHANGE RELIGION OR BELIEF. CONGRESSMAN BUCHANAN RE- 
FERRED TO "INTEMPERATE AND INTOLERANT" ATTACK ON ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH BY BYELORUSSIA AND SAID ATTACK CONFIRMED EXISTENCE OF IN- 
TOLERANCE. NETHERLANDS SAID DRAFT NOT INTENDED TO PROTECT ANY 
RELIGION, OR DO OPPOSITE. GABON CALLED RELIGION FACTOR FOR STAB 
ILITY. 

COMITE 4 - NAMIBIA 

COMITE NOV 1 HEARD STATEMENTS BY CUBA, SAUDI ARABIA, EGYPT, 
INDONESIA, MONGOLIA, AND PERU ON QUESTION OF NAMIBIA; FRANCE 
SPOKE UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY. CUBAN REP SAID PRETORIA CARRIED OUT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BANTUSTAN POLICY IN NAMIBIA WHILE MAINTAINING CONTACTS WITH SYG 
IN MOST CYNICAL MANNER; SHE SAID SA SHOULD BE OUTLAWED AND PROSE- 
CUTED AS CRIMINAL. SAUDI ARABIA SUGGESTED THREE SOLUTIONS TO 
PROBLEM; ESTABLISH CO-ADMINISTRATORS WITH SA TO LEAD TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE; HAVE SA SET DATE FOR NAMIBIAN IN- 
DEPENDENCE; OR, AS LAST RESORT, HAVE OAS USE FORCE TO LIBERATE 
NAMIBIA. EGYPT DETAILED ARMAMENT COOPERATION BETWEEN RACIST RE- 
GIMES OF ISRAEL, SA, AND PORTUGAL. INDONESIA DEPLORED EXPLOITA- 
TION OF NAMIBIA THROUGH CAPITAL PROVIDED BY WEST GERMAN, BRITISH, 
AND AMERICAN COMPANIES AND SAID NAMIBIAN PEOPLE FORCED TO PAY FOR 
THEIR OWN OPPRESSION; HE URGED ESTABLISHING CAMPAIGN TO HIGH- 
LIGHT ACTIVITIES OF WESTERN COMPANIES AND VESTING UN COUNCIL FOR 
NAMIBIA WITH AUTHORITY OVER NAMIBIA'S MINERALS. MONGOLIA URGED 
EVERY ASSISTANCE TO NAMIBIAN PATRIOTS BOTH WITHIN AND OUTSIDE 
UN. FRANCE, UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY, SAID ALLEGED FRENCH CONSULAR 
OFFICE IN NAMIBIA HAD AUTHORITY IN WALVIS BAY, NOT NAMIBIA; HE 
SAID PERSON MISTAKEN FOR FRENCH CONSULAR OFFIVER IN NAMIBIA WAS 
ACTUALLY HEAD OF PRIVATE INSTITUTION. 

COMITE 5 - ICJ, DECADE TO COMBAT RACISM, UN PREMISES 

NOV 1, COMITE APPROVED $4.2 MILLION FOR ICJ, INCLUDING 
$10,000 SALARY INCREASES FOR JUDGES, ACTED ON COSTS OF DECADE 
AGAINST RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, AND BEGAN DISCUSSING UN PREMISES. 

WITHOUT OBJECTION, COMITE APPROVED ACABQ PROPOSAL TO APPROPRIATE 
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$1 1 1,500 UNDER SECT. 20, AND $16,500 UNDER SECT. 34 TO CARRY OUT 
COMITE 3 RES ON RACISM DECADE. ACABQ CHAIRMAN SUMMARIZED REPORT 
AND EXPRESSED CONCERN SYG MAY HAVE TO COME BACK TO GA FOR MORE 
FUNDS. SOVDEL SAID DECADE WAS IMPORTANT AREA OF ACTIVITY WHICH 
SHOULD RECEIVE PRIORITY AND TO WHICH BEST UN STAFF SHOULD BE 
ASSIGNED, BUT HE BELIEVED 68 PERSONS ALREADY IN HR DIVISION 
COULD HANDLE WORK. HE WAS SHOCKED THAT SYG SAID HR DIV HAD NO 
PROFESSIONAL STAFF COMPETENT TO DEAL WITH RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. 
AFTER VOTE, HE EXPLAINED USSR WOULD HAVE VOTED AGAINST ANY PRO- 
POSAL TO INCREASE HR DIV STAFF. 

RESUMING DISCUSSION OF PROGRAM BUDGET SECT. 28 (ICJ), DECISION 
ON INCREASED EMOLUMENT TO JUDGES APPROVED 64(US)-12(SOV BLOC, 
EGYPT, SYRIA, ALGERIA)-3, AND ENTIRE SECTION WAS APPROVED 63 
(US0-0-13(SOV BLOC, BYRIA, BAHRAIN, ALGERIA, EGYPT). SYG REP 
UNCLASSIFIED

SIERRA LEONE, US, FINLAND, KENYA, AND UGANDA SUPPORTED HOLDING 
SYMPOSIUM TO EXAMINE ROLE OF UNIVERSITIES AND RESEARCH 
CENTERS IN TEACHING AND DISSEMINATION OF INTL TRADE LAW. 

FRANCE, IRAQ, POLAND, AND SOVIET UNION SAID COMMISSION 
SHOULD ARRIVE AT DECISIONS BY CONSENSUS SO THWT WORK WIDELY 
ACCEPTABLE. FINLAND, US, NETHERLANDS, AND MADAGASCAR SUPPORTED 
STUDYING QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING UNION FOR JUS COMMUNE; 

FRANCE, IRAQ, PAKISTAN, AND UK OPPOSED. FRANCE, NETHERLANDS, 

AND FINLAND URGED COORDINATION WITH OTHER ORGANS, 

NAMELY UNCTAD AND ILO, ON QUESTION OF MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 

FRANCE OPPOSED DRAFTING NEW CONVENTION ON INTL PAYMENTS. 

FINLAND EXPRESSED PARTICULAR PLEASURE WITH DRAFT ON PRESCRIPTION 
(LIMITATION) ON INTL SALE OF GOODS. KENYA SUGGESTED DEVELOPMENT 
OF SEPARATE INTL LAW ON USE OF CHEQUES; HE SAID COMMISSION 
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SHOULD CONSIDER NEW DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING INTL CREDIT, 

SHIPPING, AND COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION. NORWAY SAID INTL TRADE 
LAWS IMPORTANT TO NORWAY BECAUSE OF DEPENDENCE ON TRADE; 

WITH SUPPORT FROM SWEDEN, HE PROPOSED NEW PRIORITY TOPIC ON 
PRODUCER'S CIVIL LIABILITY FOR DAMAGES CAUSED BY PRODUCTS. IRAQ 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SAID COMMISSION SHOULD DEPEND MORE ON SELF RATHER THAN ENTRUST 
TASKS TO SYG; UK DISAGREED AND SAID PRACTICE OF CALLING 
ON SYG FOR ASSISTANCE MADE MUCH OF COMMISSION'S PROGRESS 
POSSIBLE. POLAND AN SIERRA LEONE EXPRESSED STRONG SUPPORT 
FOR PROPOSED TRAINING PROGRAMS. BETTAUER (US) SUPPORTED WORK 
ON INTL SALE OF GOODS AND CONDITIONS OF SALE AND STANDARD 
CONTRACTS. HE SUGGESTED ISSUE OF LIABILITY FOR DELAY IN INTL 
LEGISLATION ON SHIPPING WOULD BE MAIOR TOPIC AT NEXT COMMISSION 
SESSION. POLAND SAID SINCE INTL TRADE LAW HAD BEEN DOMINATED 
BY ANGLO-SAXON PRACTICE, COMMISSION SHOULD DEVELOP COMMON 
"JURIDICAL TERMINOLOGY" WHICH ALL NATIONS COULD UNDERSTAND; 

HE SUGGESTED COMMISSION WORK CLOSELY WITH UNITAR ON TRAINING 
IN INTL TRADE LAW. SWEDEN COMMENDED SOLUTIONS ON SHIPPING 
LEGISLATION, ESPECIALLY ON LIABILITYHOF SHIPPERS; HE URGED 
DEVELOPMENT OF CONVENTION ON SHIPPING. 

NETHERLANDS AND TURKEY URGED RATIFICATION OF 1958 CONVENTION 
ON ARBITRATION. TURKEY SAID COMMISSION SHOULD BE 
CIRCUMSPECT IN WORK ON CONDITIONS OF SALE AND CONTRACTS. 

TANZANIA SAID REPORTS OF WORKING GROUPS ON SPECIAL TOPICS 

SHOULD BE ANNEXED TO ANNUAL UNCITRAL REPORTS. UGANDA 

SAID COMMISSION SHOULD TAKE NEEDS OF LDCS 

MORE IN ACCOUNT. AUSTRIA SUGGESTED. RATHER THAN INCREASE 

MEMBERSHIP, THAT COMMISSION EXTEND SESSIONS OF WORKING GROUPS 

AND SEEK NECESSARY EXPERT ADVICE. JAPAN URGED COMMISSION 

TO MAKE FASTER PROGRESS ON INTL SHIPPING LAW. PAKISTAN 

NOTED WITH SATISFACTION DRAFT CONVENTION ON PRESCRIPTION 

AND APPROVED PREPARATION OF NEW RULES ON BILLS OF LADING. ZAIRE 

EXPRESSED INTEREST IN LEGISLATION ON INTL SHIPPING. 

MADAGASCAR HOPED COMMISSION WOULD DETERMINE CAUSES FOR DELAYED 
RATIFICATION OF TRADE LAW CONVENTIONS. ECAUDOR SAID COMMISSION 
SHOULD GIVE PRIORITYHTO DEVELOPMENT OF UNIFORM LAW ON SALE 
OF GOODS, NEGOTIABLE INTRUMENTS, AND COMMERCIAL 
ARBITRATION; HE HOPED 1974 CONF WOULD NOT BE POSTPONED. 

COMITE ON HOST COUNTRY RELATPONS- 

AT NOV. 1 MEETING COMITE CONSIDERED DRAFT REPORT TO GA. 

ZAHAWIE (KRAQ) COMPLAINED THAT OF LATE US HAD NOT BOTHERED 
REPLY TO COMPLAINTS BUT INSTEAD INFORMED PRESS OF PROBLEM. 

HE NOTED REPORT BY US LAW ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITIZS REGARDING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HOSTILE ACTS MOUNTED FROM SYNAGOGUE ACROSS FROM SOV MISSION 
NEVER SUBMITTED NOR THOSE RESPONSIBLE APPREHENDED. FREEDOM 
OF SPEECH AND ASSEMBLY DID NOT JUSTIFY ACTS HOSTILE TO 
DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL. HE WOULD SUGGEST AMENDMENTS RE 
SECURITY OF DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL. 

SAFRONCHUK (USSR) AGREED WITH IRAQ HOST COUNTRY NOT CARRYING 
OUT OBLIGATIONS. HE RECALLED JDL ACTIVITIES, MENTIONED 
INADEQUATE PARKING SPACES, AND WAS UNHAPPY WITH REPORT FOR 
IT SEEMED TO REPRESENT MEANS FOR ATTACKING RATHER THAN PROTECTING 
MISSIONS. GHELEV (BULGARIA) WAS ALSO UNHAPPY WITH REPORT, 

THOUGHT THERE WAS CAMPAIGN OF INTIMIDATION UNDERWAY REGARDING 
DIPLOMATIC CARS, AND BELIEVED COMITE SHOULD SPEND MORE TIME 
TRYING TO CONVINCE NY AUTHORITIES UN PERSONNEL NOT TRYING 
TO AVOID LAW OR POLLUTE AIR. 

AMB WHITE DISAGREED WITH GENERAL VIEWS OF PREVIOUS SPEAKERS, 
THOUGHT REPORT HAD BEEN CAREFULLY DRAFTED AND FAIRLY REFLECTED 
WORK OF COMITE AND WORKING GROUP. USUN, SHE SAID, WAS READY 
TO WORK WITH COMITE TO CLARIFY FACTS AND SEE THAT REPORT 
ACCURATELY REFLECTED THEM.
